I have  the  honour  to  snbniit  to  yon  for  yonr  information  and  considera- 
tion the  annual  report  for  the  year  1945. 

The  re])ort  is  coini)iled  in  accordaiK'e  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  reveals  a satisfactory  state  of  health  in  the  United 
District,  as  will  be  noted  from  the  Vital  vStatistics  and  low  incidence  of 
zymotic  disease.  The  major  portion  of  the  work  under  review  was  carried 

out  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  A.  B.  iMcMaster. 


Although  the  year  saw  the  termination  of  the  war,  it  will  take  some 
little  time  to  rectify  the  adverse  (Conditions  which  accrued  from  five  years  of 
social  upheaval.  Housing  must,  of  necessity,  take  priority,  and  it  auguis 
well  for  the  future  that  the  District  Councils  have  made  ample  plans  to 
combat  the  housing  shortage,  and  completed  schemes  for  the  elhcient 
sewerage  of  certain  parishes.  As  both  districts  liave  a good  water  supply 
it  is  only  a matter  of  time  and  active  enter] irise  when  all  the  larger  parishes 
will  be  provided  with  the  ordinary  amenities  of  modern  sanitation. 


I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Clerk  to  the  Joint 
Committee,  IMr.  C.  Hvans,  and  to  IMiss  Uawience  and  the  two  Seiiioi 
Inspectors,  IMessrs.  Meacher  and  Armstrong,  for  their  kind  assistance 
in  collating  the  material  for  the  report.  Without  their  helpful  collaboration 
the  task  would  have  been  much  more  difficult.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Hospitals. 

(1)  Isolation  Hospitals. — The  Kastry  Isolation  Hospital  was  re-opened 
in  June,  1940,  for  the  reception  of  infections  cases  from  the  Boroughs  of 
vSandwich,  Deal  and  Dover,  and  the  Ihiited  District. 

(2)  General  . — There  are  no  General  Hosi)itals  in  the  District.  During 
tlie  war  the  Royal  Victoria  Hosi)ital,  Dover,  was  evacuated  to  Waldershare 
Park,  which  is  situated  on  the  l)order  between  Dover  Rural  District  and 
Pastry  Rural  District,  l)ut  returned  to  Dover  on  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 
Cases  from  the  different  areas  recpuring  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Kent 
and  Canter]nir>^  Hosi)ital,  the  Victoria  Hos])ital,  Deal,  hlargate  and  Rams- 
gate General  Hospitals,  and  the  Dover  Hos])ital. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases. — The  Isolation  Hospital  at  luistry  has  its  own 
ambulance.  Deal  and  Dover  also  i)Ossess  an  ambulance  for  transporting 
this  class  of  case. 

(b)  Non-Infectious  Cases. — There  is  no  am1:)idancc  in  the  District  for 
conveyance  of  non-infections  cases,  hui  ambulances  for  this  purpose  can  be 
o1'>ta:ned  on  hire  from  the  neighbouring  towns. 

The  three  collieries  in  the  District  have  their  own  ambulances. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Chnical  material  for  examination  is  sul)mitted  to  the  County 
Lal)oratory,  IMaidstone,  as  are  samples  of  milk,  water,  sewage,  etc. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Xo  si)ecial  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Authorities  for  this 
in  the  District.  Health  Visitors  emj)loyed  by  the  County  visit  in  the 
District,  as  also  do  the  Queen’s  Nurses. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Tlie  Connt\'  x\uthorities  arrange  for  maternity  and  child  welfare  work, 
the  treatment  of  school  children,  and  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Tubercu- 
losis and  Venereal  Disease.

The  be  ginning  of  this  year  found  the  deijartinent  still  working  under 
the  inconvenience  of  a ‘temporary  evacuation  address,”  but,  fortunately, 
we  Avere  able  to  return  to  the  Sandwicli  Offices  i::  JuIa',  since  Avhen  it  has 
taken  some  little  time  to  again  set  our  house  in  order. 

Particulars  regarding  the  routine  w ork  of  the  department  are  included 
elsewhere  in  this  Annual  Report,  but  tliere  are  one  or  two  points  to  Avhich  I 
should  like  to  refer. 


Hoissing, 

The  Housing  Survey  has  ])rocceded  steadihu  It  rew^eals  the  gradual 
deterioration  of  cottage  property  which  has  taken  i^lace  during  the  war 
years,  but  with  the  present  vShortage  in  building  labour  and  materials  it 
Avas  not  iiossil^le  to  press  for  the  remedy  of  any  but  the  most  serious 
defects. 


Food. 

At  one  period  quite  a large  number  of  tins  of  corned  meat  had  to  be 
condemned  for  human  consumption.  This  AA'as  general  in  the  shops 
tliroughout  the  area,  but  proved  to  be  only  a temporary  phase  due,  I 
think,  to  "reserve”  food  supplies  having  been  ke])t  in  reserve  for  longer 
than  was  good  for  the  commodity. 

Milk  samples  have  been  taken  regularly,  and  the  results  have,  on  the 
Avhole,  been  satisfactory. 


Scavenging. 

Considering  the  added  AA'ork  in  connection  with  ‘salvage,”  and  the 
necessity  for  employing  older  men,  AA'e  are  satisfied  Avith  the  Avay  in  Avhich 
the  refuse  collection  service  has  been  maintained.  The  vehicles  have  been 
singularly  free  from  breakdowns,  and  the  collections  regular. 


Another  milestone  in  this  section  of  the  department’s  Avork  Avas  reached 
Avith  the  delivery  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  the  Council’s  first  cesspool 
emptier.  The  Council  has  "undertaken”  the  em])tying  of  cesspools  in  the 
Parishes  of  Eastry  and  Wingham,  and  with  the  passing  of  the  31st 
December  pail-closet  emptying  by  contract  ceased  in  the  Parishes  of  Ash 
and  Wingham. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff,  indoor 
and  outdoor,  of  the  department,  for  its  co-operation  during  the  year.

Tlie  various  Parishes  in  the  Rural  District  are  well  su])i)lied  with  water 
from  the  public  mains.

Plans  were  pre])ared  during  the  year  for  the  sewerage  of  Kastry, 
Wingham,  and  the  X'ew  vStreet  area  of  Ash.  The  sewerage  disposal  plants 
at  Wingham,  IMinster  and  Klvington  are  working  satisfactorily. 

Approximately,  1,870  premises  are  connected  to  the  drainage  systems, 
and  1,665  to  cesspools.  In  addition  there  are  2, ‘486  pail  closets,  and  40 
earth  closets. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  undertakes  tlie  collecticm  and  remowal  of  domestic  refuse. 
The  method  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  ti])i)ing  at  Poison  Cross,  near 
Kastry.  The  empt\dng  of  cesspools,  and  contents  of  pails,  was  carried  out 
under  contract,  but  during  the  year  the  Council  purchased  a mechanical 
vehicle  for  the  carrying  out  of  this  imi)ortant  section  of  the  work  from  the 
1st  January,  1946.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR.

In  reviewing'  the  work  of  104o,  I would  like  to  confine  myself  to  a few 
items  not  apparent  in  the  detai'ed  reiwrts. 

Although  Ihlo  saw  the  end  of  hostilities  against  Germany  and  Japan, 
enemy  action  ceased  in  this  area  in  v^eiptembcr  of  the  previous  \m\ar,  and 
coiiseqnentl>'  it  was  iiossible  to  carry  out  war  damage  repairs  of  a more 
I'lermanent  n.ature  durbig  the  >’ear.  Tin's  resulted  in  re])airs  to  occupied 
damaged  houses  being  done  to  a greater  standard  of  comfort,  and  no  serious 
shortage  of  accommodation  was  exjierienced. 

With  regard  to  sanitary  atid  other  notices  difficulties  due  to  shortage 
of  labour  and  materials  necessitated  that  repairs  were  only  required  of 
owners  where  absolutely  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  the  tenants,  and 
it  was  not  possible  to  attain  standards  in  all  cases  which  would  have  been 
asked  for  in  normal  times. 

During  the  year  preparation  of  a scheme  for  266  new  houses  was 
begun.  It  also  saw  the  revival  of  deferred  schemes  for  the  sewering  of 
the  six  larger  parishes,  and  also  for  the  removal  of  house  refuse  and  cess- 
pool ei!U)t\  ing  b\’  direct  labour  instead  of  by  contract. 

Taken  on  the  whole  this  was  a year  of  transition,  and  the  resudts 
achieved  may  be  regarded  with  some  satisfaction. 

I wrmld  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my  Clerk  and  War 
Damage  Insi)ector  for  their  unfailing  help  and  co-operation,  at  a time  when 
shortage  of  staff  made  it  difficult  to  cope  with  the  greatly  increased  w'ork.
